THE COMMISSIONEES of Her MajestjUs Woods, Forests, Land Revenues, 
Works and Buildings beg to report to yoni Honourable House,— That having, on 
or before the Thirtieth day of Novemherlast, received a Notice in writing of an 
intention to apply to Parliament during the present Session for an Act “For 
better Paving, Cleansing, Draining, Regulating, Lighting and Improving the 
District of Bathmines, Mountpleasant, Ranelagh, Cullenswood, Milltown, 
Rathgar and Haroldscross, and such other Portions of the Parish of Saint. 
Peter, within the Barony of Uppercross, in the County of Dublin, and for other- 
wise promoting the Health and Convenience of the Inhahitants,’’ they appointed 
Abraham Hayward, Esquire, of the Inner Temple, one of Her Majesty’s Counsel 
learned in the Law, and Charles Petes- Brassington, Esquire, of No. S, 
Batchelor’s Walk, Dublin, Land .Surveyor, to be the Surveying Officers for 
the purposes of an Act passed in the tenth year of the reign of Her present 
Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for making preliminary Inquiries in certain Cases 
of Application for Local Acts,” in so far as the said Act relates to the said 
intended application ; and that the said Surveying Officera having, by virtue 
of the said appointment, and in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, 
proceeded to Rathmines, and having made such local examination and survey 
of the district which such proposed Act will affect, and of the neighbourhood 
thereof, and .such inquiries relative to the extent of the provisions of the 
proposed Act, and having investigated such other matters relating thereto as 
the said Commissioners have ordered, have, by a Report under their hands, 
certified to the said Commissioners the result of such their examination and 
survey. And the said Commissioners beg to lay before your Honourable House 
the said Report of the said Surveying Officers, with a verbatim copy thereto 
annexed of all the Evidence produced before the said Surveying Officers, and on 
^’hich their said Report is founded.

made on this occasion, struck us to be of the most frivolous kind. The Promoters 
having closed their case, inquiry was made if there was any evidence to be 
offered in opposition ; none was offered, and thereupon the inquiry was adjourned 
fro forma, and for the sole purpose of enabling us to receive publicly any addi- 
tional information that we might deem necessary after looking over our notes and 
examining the estimates and calculations laid before us by the Promoters. At 
the adjourned meeting, however, a barrister appeared, and stated that he attended 
on behalf of certain rate-payers (apparently a very small number), to protest 
against the manner in which the Commissioners for the first three years had been 
appointed, and their names inserted in the Bill. 

The original intention of the Promoters was, that the first .set of Commissioners 
should be elected (like their successors) , by the rate-payers after the passing of 
the Act, and this intention was duly announced by them ; it was subsequently 
found necessary to name the first set of Commissioners in the Bill ; and the 
complaint made at this (the second) meeting, was, that they had been so named 
without proper notice, and without giving the rate-payers at large an opportunity 
of declaring their wishes on the point. It struck us that, although the Promoters 
had acted in accordance with the real wishes of the majority and the Com- 
missioners in question had been fairly selected on a just principle, still the 
forms of publicity had been so far neglected as to give a colourable foundation 
for the complaint. We therefore declined hearing counsel, but expressed our 
readiness to re-open the inquiry, to the extent of receiving additional evidence as 
to the comparative numbers of rate-payers favourable or unfavourable to the 
proposed nomination of Commissioners, or the provision affecting them. 

The objectors requested time to procure such evidence ; and a third meeting 
was held by adjournment, for the purpose of ascertaining the precise wishes of 
the rate-payers, and the real extent of the alleged opposition. At that meeting 
(as will be seen from the short-hand writer’s notes), it clearly appeared that the 
opposition came from a small minority, and that the rate-payers and proprietors, 
as a body, approved of the Commissioners definitively named iii the Bill, as well 
as of the proposed mode of nominating Commissioners iu future, and generally 
of the Bill as laid before us. We, notwithstanding, beg leave to suggest for 
consideration whether Commissioners for such purjioses ought not to be elected 
according to a scale of property qualification in the electors, as recommended in 
the Report of the Committee of the Health of Towns’ Association. 

We will now briefly state the substance of the other evidence given on behalf 
of the Promoters. 

A plan of the district forming the proposed township, on a scale of 30 inches 
to a mile, was produced by Mr. Jackson, one of the promoters of the Bill. 
The district comprises the lands of Rathmiues, Mount Pleasant, Ranelagh, 
Cullenswood, Milltown, Rathgar and Haroldscross, being so much of the pariah 
of St. Peter’s as hes within the Barony of Uppercross, and contains about 1,450 
statue acres. It is divided from the City of Dublin by the Grand Canal. There 
are in the district 1,400 houses, of which 300 are cabins rated under 5^. per 
annum. The population, according to the last census, is about 9,600. It was 
proved that this district is at present wholly without pipe-water or public lighting 
texcept two lamps at the gate of Portohello Barracks), and very inefflciently 
sewered It was also proved that the roads were in a very bad condition. 
Detailed evidence was given as to each of these topics of inquiry. 

The Watee Supply. 

The piesent supply is derived from pumps, and rain-water caught in cisterns 
or other vessels. The Corporation of Dublin {see 8 & 0 Viet. c. ) are bound 
and entitled to supply this district with pipe-water, provided the inhabitants call 
for such supply from them in the manner specified by the Act. No evidence was 
offered on behalf of the Corporation, to show by what means they propose to pro- 
vide this supply, if it were demanded (which it never has been), but Mr. Jackson, 
one of the promoters of this Bill, stated in evidence, that the Coi-poration pro- 
posed to provide it from tbeir basin at Portobello. The level of this basin 
IS 7b teetover the Ordnance datum; the highest level of the district is lOb 
feet, and the lowest, 80 feet, over the same datum ; so that they could not

carr}' out the provisions of their Bill without using steam-nower The Pm 
moters provecL by Mr. Robert MaUet c, e,. that the necessLy supply would 
amount to 2,000 cubic feet per day, h.gh-service, over the whole distrRt which 
would cosUhe Corporation (supposing their proposition to be acted on) as much 
as £.1,180 per annum whilst the total rates they could levy under the pro- 
visions of the, r Act would amount to £. SOO, leaving a clear annual loss of £.885 
{see Mr. Mallett s evidence). 



'Phe Promoters under the advice of Mr. Mallett. propose to supply the district 
from a branch of the River Dodder called “ The City Water?Lrse.” which 
belongs to the Corporation of Dublin. The Promoters have proposed to the 
Pipe-water Committee of the Corporation to give them f. 100 per annum for 
such supply, and Mr. Jackson stated in evidence that the Committee have 
approved of that proposal. It was proved by Mr. Mallett, that the purest and 
most serviceable supply for the district is to be derived from this somce. He 
proposes to take the supply from the City Watercourse a little above a place 
called Flymis Mill (which he pointed out on the map), where he proposed to 
construct a basin of ten acres in extent, capable of containing a quantity of 
water sufficient for the supply of the district for four months. He stated that the 
longest period of drought which ever takes place in this country, is from three to 
four months. To prevent this supply injuriously affecting the supply to the city 
or the mill-power on the stream, he proposes to form the basin so that it would 
not receive any water from the stream in times of drought, but would receive an 
ample supply m times of excess, wliich very frequently occur. The water taken 
from this point (from an elevation of 168 feet over the Ordnance datum) would 
he stated, in a 12-inch main-pipe, give a supply over the entire district, even to 
the highest stories ol the houses, more than equal to the supply which the Cor- 
poration could give with a 30 horse-power engine (the data upon which he made 
his calculation of their expenditure). Mr. Mallett has formed his plan in such 

reservoir could be filtered, and he proposes 
that the reservoir or basin should he supplied by an overfall, and be on a level 
with the height of the water in the adjacent mill-pond. The mills in question 
sometimes work at night, but not generally ; they never work on Sundays. When 
they are not at work, the whole volume of the stream could be discharged into 
the basin ; and this would occasion no injury to the mill-race ; on the contrary, 
the basin might easily he so constructed as to afford, in times of extreme drouaht 
an additional supply of water for the use of the mill-owners. "" * 



Mr. Mallett produced an estimate of the expense of supplying the required 
quantity of water on his plan, including the formation of the basin, the purchase 
ot land, the laying main-pipes, &c. The entire cost, according to this estimate, 
would amount to £.12,345. 18. He considers that this plan would afford the 
best and most efficient supply of water to the proposed township, but in case 
the Coloration of Dublin should refuse to give the required supply from the 
City Watercourse, he was prepared with another plan for the supply of water, 
which the Promoters expressed their intention, in the supposed case, to adopt. 
I his plan was. to take the required supply from the Grand Canal, at the sixth 
lock, 167 feet over the Ordnance datum. The estimate for the works necessury 
to carry out this plan, amounts to £.11,271. 12., but although he considers this 
plau would afford a good supply, he does not think the water thus obtained would 
be so pure, or the supply so perfect, as that to he obtained from the City Water- 
course. 



Lighting. 

With respect to tlie lighting of the district, the Promoters have not put 
orward. any plan, for the erection of gas-works, but have confined their plans 
3-Q estimates to the putting up of lamps and lamp-posts, and the laying down 
0 service-pipes and gas mains. Mr. Mallett produced a plan and estimate for 
ese works ; the lamps are to be 200 in number, to be placed in the thorough- 
ares 01 the district, at the distance of 60 yards from each other (the same dis- 
anc^ as the lamps in the City of Dublin). The estimate for these works amounts 
M ATT There are, however, some mains already laid; and 

r. MaUett states, that 4s.6d.jyev yard for all mains now laid should be 
e ucted from his estimate, but the quantity of mains laid was not specibed.

Sewerage. 

With reference to the sewerage of the district, it was proved by Mr. Robert 
Hampton, GonntJ Surveyor, that a considerable quantity of sewers have been 
made and are in progress through the district, under the late Relief Acts; and 
Mr George Johnston, builder, proved, that when these are completed, there 
will still rSnain 1,010 Irish perches of sewers to he made, in order to perfect the 
sewerage of the district. He estimates the cost of sewers at £.4. 5. per Irish 
perch of seven yards, and proposes that they should he two feet m width and 
three feet high, the average sinking under the surface of the road to be eight 
feet. He considers these sewers will be sufficiently large, and perfectly effective. 
He is confirmed in this opinion by the evidence of Mr. Hampton, who states 
that the sewers made in this district under the Relief Acts are of the size specified, 
which he considers, sufficiently large. The entire district has an ample fall for 
sewerage into the River Dodder. 

Roads. 

It was fully proved by numerous witnesses; viz. Mr. John Butler, Mr. 
Francis Armstrong, Mr. Frederick Stokes, Mr. John Hawker Evans, Mr. George 
Johnston, Mr. William O'Hara, c.e. and Mr. Thomas Byrne, that the roads 
of the district (now under the control of the Grand Jury ot the County of 
Dublin) have been, for many years, disgracefully neglected as to cleansing and 
repairing, so much so as to render it dangerous to drive over them. This was 
accounted for by the circumstance, that this district has been hitherto altogether 
unrepresented on the Grand Jury. It was stated and proved by documents 
(see Mr. Dolan’s and Mr. Butler’s evidence), that this district had derived no 
benefit from the Act of 7 & 8 Viet. c. 106, no associated cess- payer or magistrate 
attending the presentment sessions in 1845 and 1846, having been a resident 
or otherwise interested in the district. It was added, that all the associated 
cess-payers had been hitherto selected from the landholders of the barony, to 
the complete exclusion of the owners of house property. The Promoters 
proved, by the evidence of Mr. Thomas Byrne, a road contractor of considerable 
experience, that about £. 1,300 per annum would be sufficient to keep the roads 
of this district in proper repair, if they were given up to a contractor in good 
condition. Great inconvenience was also stated to have been experienced from 
the roads not being watered. 

General evidence was given that the value of property throughout the district 
■would be greatly enhanced by the judicious execution of the improvements con- 
templated by the Promoters.

Mr. K. Hallowes, Solicitor for the Woods and Forests Commissioners, produced the Rathmines 
numbers of Saimders’ News Letter, and of the Freeman’s Journal, dated the 27th of January ImpruvetDent. 
1847, for the purpose of showing thatthis meeting was advertised in due time. 

Mr. Hayward. Who are the Promoters of this Bill ? ii February 1847. 

Mr. J^. Jackson. I am one, together with the other gentlemen of whose names I hand in 
a list. 

Mr. Hayward. Have you any evidence as to the proportion of the rate-payers and in- 
habitants of the district who are in favour of the Bill ? 

Mr. F. Jackson. We propose to give evidence, which is ready, as to the assent of tlie 
inhabitants. 

Mr. Hayward. Is there any opposition? 

Mr. Jackson. There does not appear to be any. 

Mr. T. M‘Creery. I wish it not to be understood that there will not be any oppo- 
sition ; if every thing is fairly done, I will not give any opposition ; but if any thing appears 
not to he so, I will reserve the power of giving opposition. I tlimk the terms of that 
prospectus are very erroneous. 

Mr. Hayward- Do you represent any particular portion of tlie district ? 

Mr. M’Creery. I do not; I speak as an individual inhabitant of the district. 

Mr. Hayward. You will have the goodness to attend, and if any thing unsatisfactory 
to you is brought forward, you will have an opportunity of stating your objections. Gentle- 
men, now begin by proving the preamble of your Bill, which, in fact, coihprises every thing 
to be proved. Do you, Mr. M'Creery, dispute that it is the wish of the majority of the 
inhabitants of the district to carry out this Bill? 

Mr. T. M‘Creery. I think the majority of the cess-payers are not in favour of it. 

Mr. F. Jackson. We will examine 6rst as to that, and show that the contrary is the 
case. 

Charles Robinson, Esq., sworn, and Examined by Mr. F. Jackson. 

I KNOW the neighbourhood for 14 years, living in it; I have property in it; I have laid 
out in the district about 3,000 f. in building houses. I am in favour of tliis Bill, and I 
believe it has the consent of the majority of the inhabitants and cess-payers. 1 have very 
strong reason for believing it to be so, for, having a good deal of leisure time, I went round 
with others through the district for signatm-es,' and I find that the number we got is 664 ; 
all of those are rate-payers ; and all those persons whose names are attached fairly signed 
it to the best of my knowledge. I did not procure all the signatures, but I got probably 
450 of them. There are 1,400 rate-payers in the district. 

Did you meet many dissentients ?— I think 1 met only two who refused me. 

_ Did you go through Mr. Dolan’s property ? — No, I left it out, as we were quite sure of 
his approval ; there are in Mount-pleasant 60 houses of Mr. Dolan’s. 

Mr. Hayward. Did you adopt any principle of selection in canvassing the rate-payers, 
or did you go regularly forward ?— I^certainly did not adopt any principle of selection; I 
went along the houses in Banelagh-road regularly. 

Did you go into any of Mr. M‘Creery’s houses ? — I think I did not go into one house of 
his; I went up as far as No. 9, Charlemont-place, and not any further ; here the evening 
closed upon me there. 

M r. J. Sisson (a rate-payer and proprietor). Were the persons you called upon interested 
as rate-payers by the year, or were tliey leaseholders ? 

Hayward. Mr. Robinson says he went on indiscriminately, and did not ask them 
their title. 

Mt. Robinson. I asked them, as I went on, if they were proprietcrs and rate-payers; 

I know that nearly all the proprietors in the district, and some of them large proprietors 
representing tlie greater pare of the property, are amongst those whose signatures I got, 
as Mr. Colclough, Mr. Rooney, Mr. Chapman and others.

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Mr. »/. Smo? 2 . t am a proprietor still, and one of the oldest inhabitants, and very 
anxious for improvements; and I have every doubt that the majority of persons hoicliiig 
leases are in favour of the Bill. 

Mr. JFrcincis Armslrong, sworn, and Examined. 

I HA^VE property both at Rathmines and Rathgar ; I built the houses myself, fully to the 
value of 4 , 000 Z. ; I am a builder; as an individual holding the ground on which I built, 
I am quite of opinion that this Bill would be for the improvement of my property. 

Mr.C..R«)Ziinso«. A public meeting was called by public advertisement, and held inpur- 
suance of that advertisement ; and there were present at that meeting a very large miruLer 
of rate-payers; I think I never saw so large a meeting of the rate-payers in Rathmines 
during my residence here. The objects of the Bill were most plainly stated at thatmeet- 
ing by Mr. F. Jackson, and a resolution in favour of that proposed Bill was then drawn 
out fully, and adopted ; and a committee was there appointed for carrying out the objects 
of it.

Rathmines, Harold’s Cross, 
Ranelagh, Milltown, Ciillenswoocl, &c., will be held in the Portobcllo Hotel, on Monday, 14 Deeem- 
ber 1 846, at Seven o’clock, r.si., to consider the project. 

Auduess to the RATE-rAVEns. 

Committee-rooms, 523, Uathmiiies, 5 December 1846. 
The committtee of rate-payers, learning that some misrepresentation has gone abroad respecting 
the intended Bill, liave convened a public meeting of the inhabitants, when the outline of the pro- 
posed measure will be laid before them, and they trust tliat the rate-payers will not be led aside by 
vague and general assertions, but suspend their opinion until they have an opportunity of judging of 
the merits of the measure. In the meantime tlioy offer a few observations for consideration. 

The evils of the grand jury system in this district can scarcely require any comment, after tlis 
disclosures of the last few months, which are so familiar to the rate-payers. A most onerous tax, 
without any equivalent benefit, is levied ; in proof of w'hich it need only be pointed out, that the tu 
on the district proposed to be erected into a township amounts at present to 2,294 L per annum, while 
the state of the roads, &c. for years past is too well known to call for remark here : at the same time 
not the smallest voice or representation is allowed to the tax-payers in the disposition of the amount, 
the grand jury being wholly selected from landholders, none of whom are in any way connected with 
this district. 

I'he committee conceive, therefore, that if an efficient system of paving, lighting', cleansing and 
watering could be established at a cost of taxation little, if any tiling, greater than the present grand 
jury cess, in the expenditure of wliich all these objects are miserably neglected, that it would hetlie 
common interest of all parties to join in obtaining so deFirnble a result. 

In this view of tlie ease, Messrs. Jackson and Dolan, os two of the largest proprietors of tlie dis- 
trict, were requested to undertake the matter ; they have done so from no personal motive of profit; 
on the contrary, at great personal inconvenience and labour tliey liavo given a pledge, to be eanied 
out bythe insertion of a clause in the Act, to make no clmi'ge for thoir professional services, hut 
merely to look for the cost out of pocket. Although the committee think timt these gentlemen Imre 
sufficiently the confidence of the rate-payers to render any vindication of their motives uniieeessuty, 
they tftink it right to bring this circumstance before them. 

A maximum rate will be introduced into tlie Bill to include all the objects of grand jury taxation, 
as well as the additional ones proposed now to be carried out. 

To prevent any supposition of paitiality in the selection of commissioners, they will not be named 
in the Bill, but be elected after its passing by the inhabitants themselves ; they will receive no pay 
ment, directly or indirectly, and there will not be more than one paid officer. 

With respect to a supply of water, although powers will be taken in l ogurd to it, it is not exp^cd 
or contemplated, for some time at least, that the commissioners will have it in their power, froni 
various circumstances, to undertake any thing in respect to this important point ; and for tlie po‘i« 
of the district they do not even seek any power, conceiving that it is so efficiently carried out at pi^ 
sent as not to admit of its being interfered with, with advantage either to tho locality or tlie 
public. 

They will be happy to afford to any rate-payer any further infonimtion within tlieir command.

Mr. Jflc^son. Was there any opposition to the resoliUion at that meeting?— 
trivia! opposition, and I would say of'a very slight character ; 1 think Mr. J. S-sson spoK 
against the resolution, but he did not propose any amendment or call for a ’ 
I think he and one other gentleman were the only two wlio opposed the resolution; i 
was not any division. . 

Mr. Hatjicard. Was the property of the district fully represented at 
ing? — I think it was, of the ieaseiiolders and mtc-payers generally; 
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Captain Stanley, Henry Littlewood, Dr. Wall (who was chairman), Dr. Moses Drake, who 
is a very considerable leaseholder, and Mr. Butler, another considerable holder of property 
in the district, were all there, and assented to the resolution. 

Mr. J. Shson. I think that no sensible leaseholder would assent to the Bill. i 

Robinson. Mr. J. Holmes, also a leaseholder, was there, and in favour of the 

Bill. 

Mr. Hajuard. Here are seven or eight names of leaseholders of the highest re- 
spectability and property in the district who were present at that meeting, and assenting 
to the resolution. 

Mr. C. Robinson. Mr. Butler is a proprietor in the district of 26 to 30 houses, and he 
signed the resolution, and, I believe, all his tenants did so also. 

Mr. Frederick Stokes, E-Kamined. 

I AM a resident leaseholder in the district ; I built on my ground, and let the houses to 
tenants ; I approve of the measure, and so do my tenants in those houses ; I analysed the 
property of the district accoiding to the poor-law valuation ; I believe the district is fairly 
represented by the persons whose names are to that document; there are J,400 houses in 
the whole district, of which nearly 300 are cabins, rated at under 5 f. a year. The committee 
appointed weie, Frederick Stokes, Paul Barry, T. T. Dolan, Frederick Jackson, Frederick 
Supple, H. L. Totenham, and E. C. Wall, who was the chairman. 

Mr. Hayward. How were the commissioners selected ? — I made a general valuation 
[produces it} from the poor-law books, and it is a true one according to those books ; 
the average value of houses in Harold’s Cross district is 16/. a house ; of those in Rath- 
mines it is 31/.; in Ranelagh, 29/.; in Milltown, 12/., &c.; the commissioners were 

selected with reference to that. [Mr. Jokn Connor, a proprietor in Harold’s Cross, here 

objected as to that district not being represented by a coramissioner.j Mr. J. Connor 

himself is one of the commissioners appointed for Harold’s Cross ; Mr, J.M. Taylor was first 
named, and he declined to act, and Mr. J. Connor was substituted ; there is also a second 
commissioner for that place. We took the comparative value of the district, and then selected 
11 of the largest proprietors as commissioners, as far as we knew them ; I think those named 
are the largest proprietors ; Mr. F. Jackson and Mr. T. Dolan are the two largest, and 
Mr. Butler and Mr. P. Barry are two of the largest. 

Mr. J. Connor here stated, that he objected to the Bill as to the boundary of tlie district 
at Harold’s Cross ; one side is in Peter’s avid the other in Catherine’s parish, and the latter 
will have all the benefit of the improvements to be made at the other side, whilst it will not 
bear any part of the tax. 

Mr. Hayward. You will have an opportunity of speaking upon this subject presently. 

Mr. J. Sisson. As to this Bill being the wish of the majority of late-payers, I would say 
we have been tahen by surprise. 

Mr. Haywa 7 'd. What notice was given of that meeting? — Mr. F. Stokes. The most 
extensive notice was given ; I employed a person to go round to every house with notice of 
it, and that placard was posted up publicly; a fortnight’s notice was given ; 2,000 of them 
were printed and circulated. 

Mr. Hallowes. And it must have been published in the Gazette and three times in other 
papers. 

Mr. F. Stokes. The Bill was printed in last December, and it is framed according to 
the statements made by Mr. Jackson at that meeting. 

Mr. Hayward. It is now proved to our satisfaction that the great majority of the 
rate-payers of the district are in. favour of the Bill, and if there be any evidence to contradict 
that, we are ready to receive it. 

Mr. M’Creery stated that he would not then contradict that the majority of the rate-payers 
and proprietors are in favour of the Bill ; 1 have not evidence now to rebut it. 

Mr. Hayward. Is there any evidence tendered to rebut it? 

Mr. WCreery. There is not. 

Mr. J. Sissoyi. Might I be allowed to bring forward evidence to rebut it at another 
time ? 

Mr. Hayward. So long as we are sitting here, I am ready to receive any evidence upon 
the subject. 

Mr. F. Jackson here produced the Ordnance survey map of the barony, and an enlarged 
niap of the district. 

Mr. Terence T. Dolan. The Grand Canal is the boundary at one side, for it is prescribed 
as the boundary by the Municipal Acts ; then the boundary of the barony is taken, and the 
district comprises so much of Bt. Peter’s parish as is within the barony of Upper Cross; 

Peter’s parish is partly in the city and partly in the county of Dublin ; one side of 
Harold’s Cross is in St. Peter’s, and the other side is in St. Uatherine’s parish, and we 
included in the district the side which is in St. Peter’s. 

Mr. J. Connor. My objection is, that I hold nnost of that frontage which is in St. 
Peter’s parish, and the party at the other side, in Catherine’s parish, will derive an equal 
with me, without having to bear a single panicle of the tax; bu I do not oppose 

Mr. F. Jackson. The reason why the other side was not included is, that at the public 
meeting it was proposed to take in so much of the barony of Upper Cross as is included in 
the parish of St. Peter, not knowing at the time any thing of what is new stated ; and we 
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cannot mend it now, for notices should have been posted on St. Catherine s church ; but^e 
will not oppose Mr. Connor making the desired alteration when the Bill is in committee. 

Mr. F. Stokes. Out of the total sum to be assessed on the district, 4,000 _Z., there is 
only 1,900/. assessed on land not built on, and the greater part of that land is building 
ground. 

Mr. H. L. Totenham. and Mr. Jackson here stated that they each hold large portions of 
land not built on, and yet are desirous that the Bill should pass. 

Mr, F, Stokes. There are several villages in the district, and the total population of it is 
about 9,600, according to the last census ; it contains about 1,430 acres; there are l,4fl0 
holdings in it, and the valuation is 3,900/. ; the number of houses has doubled in it within 
the last 10 years. 

Mr. T. t)olan. It is six times greater now than it was 30 years ago. 



Mr. H. L. Totenham, sworn. 



I AM a proprietor of land in the district ; it is an improving suburb ; one gentleman told 
me that within his recollection there were but 12 houses in Rathmines. 



Mr. John Butler, sworn. 

The population of the district is greatly increasing of late years, more so than that of 
any other district about Dublin. 

Mr. Haijward here read the first clauses of the preamble of the Bill: “ Whereas that 
portion of the parish of St. Peter, in the barony of Upper Cross and county of Dublin, 
comprises several villages, and is a large, populous and improving place, and the population 
thereof hath of late years greatly increased and is increasing, and it would conduce to the ad- 
vantage, health and comfort of the inhabitants of the said district and the public if the streets, 
market-places, thoroughfares, courts, passages, avenues and places therein were better lighted, 
paved, sewei*ed, drained, cleaned, and otherwise improved and regulated, and obstructiona 
herein removed and prevented ; but said beneficial objects and purposes cannot be effected 
without the authoiity of Parliament.” 

Mr. Francis Armstrong, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Frederick Jackson. 

I HAVE laid out from 1,U00 1 . to about 5,000Z. in building in this district; and I have 
known the di.strict these 16 years, 

Mr. Iluytcard. I think that the only litigated question which now remains here, is 
as to the supply of water ; and after disposing of that, the rest of tire business is peculiarly 
for Mr. Brassington. 

Mr. F. Jackson. There was not any provision made for a supply of water to the district 
until the year 1845. In that year an Act of Parliament was passed to extend the supply 
for the city to places outside the city boundary ; it is the 8th & 9th of Victoria, a local and 
private Act passed on the 4th of August in that year ; that Act enabled the corporation of 
Dublin to supply districts outside the boundary witli water ; the niace from which they 
could send us here a supply is the Portobello basin, the level of which is 7(5 feet, and our 
highest level is 106 feet; and our lowest is 80 feet ; therefore, without using steam-power 
they could not carry out the provisions of that Bill ; then the corporation of Dublin are the 
owners of the river Dodder, in fee, under the 7tb of Geo. 1, c. 16 ; it would cost tliem 
12,500 Z. to erect a sufficient steam-engine to supply us with water; the yearly charge 
for the maintenance of such a horse-power would be 547 Z. IO5., whilst the total rates 
which the corporation could levy in the whole district is 883Z. 75. 6cZ., under the provisions 
of that Act of 1845 ; there was not ever a meeting to apply for water under that Act. Mr. 
R. Mallet, the engineer, jiroposed that water should be supplied to us from the river Dodder, 
the level of which would suit, and he estimated the supply as 12,000 cubic feet per day at 
high service. VVe proposed to the pipewater committee of the corporation to give them 
lOOZ. per year for such a supply ; they have approved of that proposal, and I am informed 
that it only waits for final approval to be adopted. The sections of tlie new Bill which 
relate to the supply of water are the sections 95 and 120; the latter savra the rights oftlie 
corporation, if they can give us a supply to do so. 

Mr. Hagward. Are you aware that it has been proved elsewhere, that the Dodder is not 
.sufficient to give a supply of water to the city ? 

Mr. Jackson. I am not ; but even so, we have another scheme to get a supply from the 
third level of the Grand Canal. 'Die Dodder is not sufficient without a new reservoir, but 
we propose to have one made at Kimmage, of 10 acres in extent. 



Mr. R. AfaZZet, sworn, and Examined. 

Is a civil engineer ; I surveyed this district with a particular reference to the supply 
water which could be afforded to it ; it can be given in either of two ways ; but I think the 
beat way is, that it should be got from that branch of the river Dodder which is caUed the 
City Watercourse ; and that can be effected by taking off the supply for this district a 
little above a place called Flynn’s Corn-mill — \the Witness points out the localities he repf 
toon the enlarged map of the district'] — that place is on the diversion of the river Doddef 
which branches off at Templeogue-mill. 

Mr. Hayward- Are you aware that the river Dodder is not sufficient to supply the city 
alone ? 

Mr. Mallet. I am not, and I think it is sufficient; I had ample opportunity about two 
years since of forming a judgment respecting it, for I was then engaged by the Draicage 
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Commissioners to take the levels of the river Dodder, and to ascertain if it could give a 
sufficient supply of water for the district. The longest period of drought which ever takes 
place in this country is from three to four months ; now it would be simple and easy to con- 
struct a basin at that point which I marked, capable of containing a quantity of water suffi- i 
cient to supply this district for four months \ that basin would not receive any water in 
times of extreme drought, and it would receive a sufficient quantity in times of excess for 
supplying tills district- 

Mr. Hayward. Would the water which would be kept there for so long a time be good? 

— Mr. Mallet. It would be quite sufficiently good ; it would not receive any deteriora- 
tion to affect it. I calculated what the expense would be ; my calculations are such, that the 
water might be always either retained in the pipes or be let into cisterns; I calculated the 
cost at 2,875 I without land, of which there would be required 10 acres. 

Mr. Hayward. What would be the value of that land per acre ? — Mr. Mallet. Upon a 
lease, it would be worth 10 /. per acre ; that would be the outside value of the land there. 

Mr. Hayward. How do you compute what quantity of water would be required for 
the supply? — Mr. Mallet. In this way ; the present population of the district is &,631 in 
amount, in round numbers we may say 10 , 000 , and I would allow an increase to 12 , 000 ; I 
allow for each individual six imperial gallons per day. 

Mr. Hayward. Does that include water for sewers? — Wx. Mallet. It does not; they 
could not be supplied. 

Mr. Hayward. Does it include a supply for public fountains for the poor? — <yix. Mallet. 

It does not, though it would allow a quite sufficient supply for them ; I took into calcu- 
lation only for domestic consumption ; I did not take a supply for watering the roads or 
streets into my calculation ; I allowed a large quantity above what would be now required 
in allowing a supply for an increased population of 12,000, winch is one-fifth over the pre- 
sent population of the district ; I allowed an ample margin on the existing state of things ; I 
viewed the district as a thriving suburb of Dublin. 

Mr. Hayward. We have had evidence that the population of the district has doubled 
within a few years, and suppose it continues to increase at such a rate, would there be a 
sufficient supply of water ? — Mr. Mallet. The rate of increase of the population of any dis- 
trict must be, after a certain period, at a constantly decreasing ratio, and I think that Kath- 
mines has already attained the culminating point; in allowing six gallons for each individual, 

I have allowed more than most cities have got ; for instance, London, which is very well sup- 
plied with water, has not such a quantity. 

Mr. Hayward. Does that calculation lake into account wells or springs in the dis- 
trict? — Mr. Mallet. It does not ; and I understand that almost all the houses have pumps 
from sprincfs, and wells or cisterns for collecting the rain-water ; there are wells to be had in 
all directions if they are dug for. 

Mr. Hayward. Which do you recommend, the cistern system or the high pressure sys- 
tem ? — Mr. Mallet. Taking the supply of water from the place which I have pointed out, 
you have the power of high pressure ; I would prefer the system of measuring from the 
pipes if it could be effectually done, but no one has ever yet been able to invent a water- 
meter ; I do not approve most of the cistern system ; in the cistern system the water is 
turned off and on at particular times ; I have not formed any definite opinion on the subject 
as to which of the two systems is the best ; I take it for granted that those who will have 
the man^ement of the supply of water for the future, if brought into the district, will take 
care that it shall not be wasted. 

Mt. Hayward. Which are the clauses of the Bill respecting the supply of water and 
ratingforit? — M.x. F. Jackson. ThelOthand 108lh sections. The 108th section : ‘'And 
in order to raise money for carrying the several purposes of this Act into execution, 
be it enacted, that it shall be lawful for the commissioners, once in every year after the 
passing of this Act, to be computed from the fourth Wednesday after the passitig thereof, 
or oftener if they shall think it necessary, to make one or more equal rate or rates, assess- 
ment or assessments, under the name of the ‘ Rathmines Improvement Rate,’ to be signed 
by any three or more of the commissioners, upon all and every the occupiers, or in case 
the same sball be unoccupied, upon the owners of all lands, houses, shops, workshops, ware- 
houses, cellars, manufactories, buildings, yards, tenements and hereditaments within or 
partly within the limits of this Act (save and except any churches or chapels), according to 
the annual value of the same respectively, so as such rates or assessments do not exceed the 
sum of two shillins's in the pound, without the consent of the majority of the rate-payers at a 
special general meeting, such majority consisting of not less than two-thirds of the persons 
present at such meeting, upon notice given by the commissioners, expressing that the ^r- 
pose of such meeting is to consider the pj'opriety of making an increased rate : provided 
always, that such rate shall not in any case exceed the sum of two shillings and sixpence in 
the pound in any year.” 

Is there any objection to the mode of rating under the 108 th section? _ 

Mr. M‘Creery. I object to the increased rate of taxation under the new Bill ; it is a great 
increase upon the average of the last seven years. 

Mr. T. T. Dohm. There was an old Act in operation which was repealed or eyired, 
and a new Act was passed about two years ago, by which the taxation was altered; and since 
tliat, and for the future, the amount assessed by the grand jury is about is. 4 d. in the pound, 
and the rating will be about the same if the proposed Bill is passed. 

Mr. M'Creery stated that the amount has not been so much. 
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Mr. J. Sisson (to Mr. Jackson). Was it not from extra works on the roads lluit the tax 
has been increased to the amount which is stated ? — Mr. Jackson. No ; under the former 
Act the tax was on land, whether it was built on or not ; originally the tax was all laid upon 
the land ; it is stated in that printed notice that the tax at present amounts to 2,20^1. a year, 
and that is about i s. id. in the pound. 

Mr. T. T. Dolan. Mr. Totenham, who was the applotter, is here : 1 s. 4 in the pound 
was applotted on this district ; that was found to be wrong, and the payment of it was 
opposed, and that applotment was quashed, and a new one made of 1 s. in the pound, which 
is now beins levied. 

Mr. H. Totenham. The mistake was that the grand jury warrant was for a greater 
amount than they had a right to levy. The overplus was for the constabulary. 'I'hey are 
now levyina: Is. in the pound. 

Mr. T.MCreery, swoiu, and produced his tax-receipts, which showed that 12s. Grf. was 
levied on his house, valued at 25 2. a year, being at the rate of is. in the pound. 

Mr. Hayward. What do you calculate that the entire rate will be under the new Act? 

Mr. F. Jackson. The main sewers are nearly completed, and we think that 2,«uo2. a 
year will pay ail theannual expenses, including lighting and salaries. 

Mr. Hayward. Wliat rate do you think must be laid on at first? 

Mr. Jackson. I think 2s. in the pound rate must be laid on at starting. We do not pro- 
pose to give property its weight in the electing of commissioners as in tbe poor law guardians’ 
election. 

Mr. T. V. Dolan here referred to the Act of the 9th of George the 4th, c. 82. 

Mr. Stokes. The names of the proposed commissioners are Mr. Terence T. Dolan, Mr. 
C. E. Wall, Mr. P. Bany, Mr. F. Jackson, Mr. J. II. Evans, Mr. Geo. Hanly, Mr. F. 
Stokes, Mr.J. Gold, Mr. J. Butler, Mr. J. Connor, and Mr. 

Mr. J. Sisson. When the Bill of 1846 was bropght in by the corporation, it was opposed 
with respect to charging for a supply of water which individuals might not require, and 
they said there was rio objection to any one who did not require a supply not being obliged 
to pay the tax for it. 

Mr. John Connor. I wish to make a remark with respect to the future electing of com- 
missioners. I would suggest that tbe different districts or divisions should each be repre- 
sented by a commissioner or commissioner's, for I Fear that Harold’s Cross will not in future 
be represented after my three years are expired. My road at Harold’s Cross has a turn- 
pike on it, and is not a leading road, whilst E.athmine.s and llanelugh are roads which lead 
to important places, and are likely to be better attended to than Harold’s Cross. 

Mr, Hayward. Do you think there could be any local disadvantage to your part of the 
district? 

Mf. Connor. I think there would be, unless it was represented by commissioners; I think 
other places might be given benefits which would not be given to my locality. In Harold’s 
Cross there is not any building ground, and there is a turnpike on the road to it which leads 
from the best parts of the city. There is an approach to it through New-strect, but that is 
the old part of the city. 

Mr. ilayward. What benefits do you think would be given to other parts of the dis- 
trict which would not he given to yours ? 

Mr. Connor. There is a green in the centre of Hai'old’s Cross village, wliich, I believe, 
it is pi’oposed to inclose under the new Act, but it should be maintained afterwards, which I 
fear would not be done. 

Mr- Jackson. Rathmines district is as much interested in the good of Harold’s Cross 
as Mr. Connor is. Harold's Cross has the best attended church in the neighbourhood ; and 
from its proximity to Kathmines, it is very important to the inhabitants of Uathmines 
that Harold’s Cross should be attended to and taken care of. 

Mr. Brassington. I do not see that at all. 

Mr. F. Jackson. Tbe total number of houses in Harold’s Cross is 203, and the valuation 
is 3,207 1. 10s., and in Rathmines, the number of houses is 677, and the valuation there is 
20,914/. 10s. Harold’s Cross should contribute 8 per cent, of the tax, and Rathmines 
should contribute 54 per cent, of the total. 

Mr'. Hayward. We may now examine as to the state of the sewerage. 

Mr, Rohert A. Hampton, sworn. 

I AM the surveyor for tire county of Dublin. The portion included in this district 
is under my control. There is a great want in this district of main sewers. Lately 
under the relief works there were sums presented for them, and the poor are em- 
ployed in making them in some parts. The roads in the district which have sewers 
made already, or which are in progress, are Rathmines-road and Ratbgar-road. I 
conceive, that from the works now going on, no new sewers will be required in either of 
those roads again; 1 think there is sufficient fall for water from any of the houses, and 
there should be cross sewers made from the houses to the main sewer. There are some 
main sewers wanted in other parts of the district, particularly on the Harold’s Cross-road; 
there is a capability of making one there from the levels ; Miltown-road and part of Rane- 
lagh, and particularly the road near Charlemont-bridge, want sewers; also Upper Leesott- 
street, and all those places afford ample falls for them ; Upper Rathmines also wants a 
sewer, and CuUenswood-avenue and Dunville-avenue ; the sewers which are already made 
fall into the stream, which is called in one place the Swan River, and in another place the 
Laiighon Water; that stream eropties itself into the river Dodder by a very circuitous route; 
that stream has a sufficient fall for all the sewers which will fall into it, and a sufficient 
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capacity to caiTV away the winter floods. There is also a sufficient fall from Mount Pleasant- Enihniines 
avenue, where t am told there is not a sewer; a main sewer is required there; also, in Improvenieni. 

many places the sewers are in. the old gripes at the sides of the road, where main sewers — 

will be required ; 1 believe those places are now included where new sewers are making. i j February 1847. 

Mr. a. Mallet, Re-examined. 

There could be a supply of water from Portobello basin by pumping; assuming the 
same data as I took before, a steam horse-power merely to lift the water would be compa- 
ratively of trifling amount; but to carry a supply on a high service would require not less 
than a tliirtv horse-power engine ; this is a correct estimate which I hand in, for the plan 
under the Corporation Act.

And the supply from the reservoir at Kimmage, without any steam-engine, would give a 
supply in a 12-inch main-pipe over all the district, even to the highest stories of the 
houses, which tlie other supply with a 30 horse-power would not be equal to ; in my 
opinion, a 30 liorse-power engine from the Portobello basin would not give a sufficient 
supply to the upper parts of the district in case of fire; and in my opinion, the other 
water is of the best description ; and 1 have taken my data in such a way as that all the 
water from the reservoir could be filtered; I propose that the basin or reservoir at Kim- 
mage should be supplied by an overfall, and to be on a level with the height of the water 
on the adjacent mill-pond ; therefore, whenever the level of the water in the city watercourse 
would be below the standard level the reservoir would not receive any supply, but at all 
other times.it would be supplied; those mills sometimes work at night, but generally they 
do not, and they do not ever work on Sunday ; hence, when they would not be at work, the 
whole volume of the stream would be discharged into the reservoir, and there would not be 
any injury caused to the mill-race by it ; and by a very small additional contrivance, the 
basin there might be made a boon to the mill-owners, for it might be made so as to allow 
them to take a foot or two of water offin times of extreme drought, with the assent of the 
commissioners ; and as to the mode of getti ng the water in from ihat here, I would have line- 
pipes along the road called the Tereanure-road, to the circular mnge of cottages at Round- 
town, and on to the head of the Rathgar-road, thence down that road to the cross roads at 
Rathmines; then in times of drought, the corporation supply of water would not be inter- 
fered with; if the corporation will not agree, the surface of our proposed basin might be 
168 feet over the Ordnance datum; to obtain a head at all equivalent to that, it would 
he necessary to go up to the sixth lock of the canal, and to bring pipes along its banks along 
to Portobello-bi idge ; I cannot say whether or no that would interfere with the supply which 
the canal now gives the city. 

M.W Jackson. The Canal Company have an abundant supply, and they are supplying 
now more than the city. 

Mr. O’ JTara, Supervisor of the Paving Board for the South Side of the City, sworn. 

1 AM aware that the Canal Company are now supplying other persons with water besides 
the city ; they are supplying the paving-board and private individuals, and even at the time 
when the water is lowest in summer. 

_ Mr. Mallet. The Grand Canal can easily much increase their auppi)' of water ; without 
injuring their navigation they could supply both the city and this district ; I iiad occasion 
before to call officially on Mr. M'Mullen, the secretary of the company, and my object was, 
when employed respecting the Drainage Acts, to know from him how far the company could 
dispense with the dminage of the city watercourse into the canal ; and lie answered me that 
the company did not care a farthing about it, and that they conld easily do without it. 

Mr. Mallet here proved and handed in tile following document, being an estimate for a 
supply of water fi-om the canal. 
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Estimate No. 2. 

If supply be taken from canal, it must be from the forebay of tlie 6th lockheacl, 157 
feet over datum ; it will require in all, 27,000 feet of 12-inch pipe to reach to Tranquillar 
from Portobello-bridse and to boundary of district towards Rathaar-road ; of this quan- 
tity, 19,500 feet will oe along the canal bank, and 17,000 feet outside the district. ^

I give a decided preference to the plan of the basin above that of the City reservoir, and I 
think it is as certain a supply. 

Mr. Hayward. Do you think there is any danger of that supply failing ? 

Mr. MalUt. I am not afraid of its ever failing. That other estimate, No. 3, also contains a 
fair estimate of the expense of putting up gas-lamps, and from it may be deducted the price of 
laying main-pipes, a portion ofwhi^ are already laid ; I calculated for 200 lamps at 60 
yards from each other, which is the same distance as the lamps in the city of Dublin; 
4 s. 6 £?. for every yard may be deducted for the main which is laia. 

Estimate No. 3. 

Victoria Foundry. — Iron, Brass and Lead Works; Office, Ryder’s-row, Dublin. 

My dear Sir, 10 February 1847, 

In reply to your note of this date, I beg to send you the principal points which you 
immediately want respecting the Rathmines Improvement Bill. 

My estimate for the construction of the reservoir at Kimmage (including land) complete, 
is 5,375/; that for the main-pipes thence, down to Portobello-bridge and up to Tranquiilar, 
with appendages complete, is 6,970/. 18s.; the direct distance from the reservoir in a 
straight line to the nearest point of the district is 3,000 feet. 

Tw cost {quam proxime) of 200 street-lamps, lamp-posts, lanthorns, sorvice-pipcs and 
gas-mains, I estimate at 9,214/. 11s. 8d. ; this estimate is closely correct, I am certain, but 
arrived at without actually laying down the position of the lamps ; so that, probably, tbe 
amount might vary a little. The variation, if any, however, would be a reduction. 

These are, I think, all the particulars which you immediately want ; I shall attend to your 
instructions as to the map, and be prepared to prove the particulars of these estimates 
before the Commissioners. 

I should also have stated, perhaps, that I estimate the cost of supplying the district with 
water from the 6th lock of the Royal Canal {rpiert, ‘ Grand Canal,’ J. A.) if inevitable, at 
11,271 /. 12s„ for the same length of main-pipe as laid down in estimate for the reservoir 
plan; 17,000 feet of main-pipe would in this case be outside the district.

Mr. John Butler, sworn, and Examined by Mr. F. JaeJmon. 

I AM a bolder of considerable property at Rathmines ; I built a large number of houses 
there within these few years ; I live in the neighbourhood ; the state of the roads in the 
district the last 10 years has been very bad ; indeed, they could not be worse ; persons tra- 
velling on them are wading in mud constantly and in w-ater ; in summer time the inhabitants 
suffer very much from the dust, and we have been obliged to keep them partially watered 
by private subscription ; there has not been any public rate ever laid on that I know of for 
watering the roads, and the inhabitants have been several times obliged to raise money 
beyond what was levied for the grand jury rates for the purpose of repairing the roads; 1 
gave 14/. in one season merely for the purpose of tilling up the ruts ; as at present managed, 
I would decidedly say that the grand jury system is not fitted to manage them ; 1 am aware 
that this district is not at all represented on the grand jury; presentment sessions were 
lately constituted under the provisions of an Act passed in the vear 1S45, 7 & 8 Viet, 
c. 106, where the grand jury road presentments of the districts arc’first approved of, and a 
certain number of the cess-payers are to be associated (selected from each barony) with the 
magistrates ; none of the associated cess-payers in that list named for the barony are res'* 
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dent in ttis district; the witness referred to the printed abstract of the county grand jury R-aihmines 
presentment for the year 184(5, nor is any of the magistrates named in it resident in the Improvement, 

district ; I know most of the inhabitants and proprietors of this district, and I believe that — . 

none of those persons named in that list reside in this district; I consider that local com- ii February 184- 
niissioners, as proposed to be appointed under the new Act, are better calculated to supply 
the wants of the inhabitants than the grand jury system does ; I consider that the inhabit- 
ants of the district would derive additional advantages by a supply of light and water ; there 
is not any part of this district now lighted, except at the Portobello barrack gate, and the 
two lamps at it are supplied by the Government ; Hai’old’s Cross, Ranelagh, Rathmines, 

See. are all in perfect darkness ; three-fourths of the number of persons who reside in those 
districts are men of business and mercantile men, all of whom go to town daily, and it 
would be a particular advantage to that class of men to have gas-lights coming home at 
night; in case of fire, there is now not any means of getting water, except from the wells 
and tubs belonging to the houses, to extinguish it; there has been a vast number of houses 
built witliin these few years, and it is daily improving; the houses are generally built in 
terraces, and veiy few of them are detached houses, and, of course, the danger is greater in 
cases of fire from that reason ; there is not any fii-e-engine nearer this than Dublin ; it would 
be of advantage to the inhabitants to have fire-plugs constantly charged with a supply of 
water, and fire-engines ready in the neighbourhood ; the additional taxation proposed for 
these additional advantages, above what is now laid on by the grand jury, I would say, 
compared with the advantages, would improve the property to a considerable extent ; we 
now pay the tax, and we do not get any value for it, or very little value ; tiie extent of my 
property in the district is about 25 houses, which I built, and they produce 1,600^. a year, 
the average value of each being 60 1. a year. 

Mr. M^Creery. Can you get the same rents now that you could get four or five years 
ago ? — Mr. Butler. I can realize very nearly the same rents ; my income has been to some 
little extent reduced, and it is from the bad state of the roads ; othemise tlie value of the 
houses is not lowered. 

Which would you prefer, a turnpike, or that the roads should remain as they are ? — I 
would certainly prefer a small turnpike to had roads, or that the roads should continue in 
the state in wkicli they are at present; I believe all my tenants are in favour of the pro- 
posed Act. 

Mr. Francis Armstrong’s, Examination resumed. 

I HAVE expended a very large sum in building houses in this district within the last 16 
years ; hitherto the management of the roads has been under the county grand jury ; they 
kave not been during the last 15 years kept in proper order or been properly scavenged; 
they have been in very indifferent order; they have been repaired chiefly by private sub- 
scription, and there has at all times been a heavy cess ; there has not been any sewerage 
on the Rathgar-road ; a presentment has been passed for it, but it has not yet been begun; 
the tax for doing it is in progress of being raised ; I believe the health of the inhabitants 
has been injured from want of proper sewerage; I lost a tenant in consequence of the 
water rising in the bottom ofhisnouse; the lady showed mea letter from her doctor, stating 
that her health would be injured from the water rising in the lower parts of her house; 
in the basement stories of some of the houses it rises four inches at times ; I tried every 
thing which was in my power to remedy it, but without being able to effect a cure ; I was 
also employed by other persons, whose houses join mine, to remedy the same evil in tbeit 
houses, but my efforts were in a great degree ineffectual ; it is my opinion that it cannot be 
remedied without a main sewer ; there is a sufficient fall for a sewer on the Rathgar-road, 
about one in 28 feet; it is desirable and quite essential, I think, for the Commissioners 
under the new Bill to insist on cross sewers being made from the different houses to the 
main sewers ; the value of the houses would be greatly enhanced by main sewers along the 
roads j I consider a new supply of water absolutely necessary in case of fire; generally 
speaking, there are good pumps to the houses, but soft water is much better for culinary- 
purposes and for cleanliness ; all the soft water which we have at present is rain-water ; it 
IS quite desirable for the safety and comfort of the inhabitants to have the district lighted, 
and I have received complaints irom my tenants of the want of it, from men of business, 
who have threatened to leave that and get nearer Dublin ; the inhabitants suffer much from 
dust in summer, of which I have repeatedly heard them complain ; there was not any sum 
that I know of ever paid by the grand jury for watering the roads ; there was not a rate 
ever levied for it; it was paid for by private subscription; a large sum which was raised 
has been expended on pumps and watering carts ; it has been almost impossible to raise money 
enough to pay for watering the roads ; the inhabitants think that, as they pay the grand 
jmy rate, these things ought to be done for them ; I am aware that frequent complaints 
have been made to the county grand jury of the bad state of the roads, and the grand jury 
have not occasioned by any means a full repair of the roads ; I believe this district is not 
at all represented at the gi-and jury by persons resident in it; this road is frequently almost 
impassable ; 1 know of the Act of Parliament which was passed in the year 1846, by which 
presentment sessions were directed to be held for each barony ; I have been for the last 20 
years well acquainted with this district, its proprietors and inhabitants ; the nine associated 
rate-payers named in that book (Abstract of the Grand Jury Presentments, at Easter Term, 

1845, County of Dublin) have not any property in, nor is any of them resident in the dis- 
trict, and I think I would know them if any of them were ; and none ot those persons whose 
names are in that abstract of presentments for the year 1846, as associated rate-payers, 
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Ralbtiiines reside in this district, nor have they any property in it as far as I know, and f would know 

Improvement. it if any of them had ; during these 20 years I never heard that they had ; I consider that 

— a sessions so constituted could not properly represent the district ; I think the cause of the 
11 February 1847. had state of the roads for these last 15 years is the want of our being properly represented 
on the grand jury ; I know the other roads through the barony ; the upper roads of it are 
in a better condition than those here are in ; if those associated cess-payers reside near 
those other roads, they have taken better care of themselves than they have taken of us; J 
do not know where any of those persons live. 

Mr. T. T. Dolan, sworn and examined. 

I RESIDE in the district; it has not been represented by any of tlie inhabitants on 
the grand jury at the presentment terms. As long as I know the place it has 
• been wholly unrepresented, and that is for nearly 40 years. The clauses of the Grand 
Jury Act, 7 & 8 Viet. c. 106, relating to the grand jury cess, are the 67th, 68th, 69tli, 

70th 71st sections. Before that Act was passed, the grand jury had the exclusive control 
over the roads. Since the passing of that Act the roads in this district have got much 
■worse than they were before. When that Bill was passing, I tried to have the houseliolders 
represented distinctly from landownem. At that time the landowners were too powerful for 
to allow that, and I was not able to effect what I wanted. I know the country well, aM 
most of the associated cess-payers, and where they live. None of the places where they 
reside are in this district, but they are in the same barony of Upper Cross ; but they are not 
connected either by residence or property with this district, and I know most of them per- 
sonally. From my knowledge of those special road sessions so constituted, I would say 
that the interests of those persons named in those lists are adverse to ours, for there is a 
scramble for the funds ; the places mentioned in that book (the Presentment Book for the 
year 1845) for the sessions are wholly rural, and there is not any building going on there; 

I would say that those persons have been selected in respect of property in land and notiii 
houses ; all the observations which I have made as to the year 1845, equally apply to the ‘ 
year 1846 ; there have been frequent complaints made to the grand jury of the state in which 
the roads liave been kept, and I, myself, have made such complaints to them ; we received 
very little redress from them, and whatever •we did get was got by agitation ; J have not a 
doubt but that the wants of the neighbourhood would be better attended to by local com- 
missioners than by the present system being continued ; and I would add this, that the 
amount of the taxation borne by this district bears a very large proportion to the amount 
paid by the entire barony ; it is about one-third of the entire or a large proportion ; and the 
area of this district compared'with the size of the barony is about one-thirtieth. : 

yir. F. Stokes. The entire area of this barony is 33,114 statute acres ; and the area of i 

this district is about 14,000 acres as included in this Bill ; the valuation of the entire i 

barony for the grand jury cess is 99,900 Z.; the valuation of this district for that cessU 
38,690Z.;- the entire population of the barony is 27,772, of this district 9,631 ; I have pro- 
perty here, and I am also aware that these roads could not be kept worse than they are; 
and they are worse the last two years than they ever were before ; I approve of the general 
objects of this Bill, and I think the district would be better taken care of under it tlian it 
is under the existing system. 



Mr. John Hawker Evans, sworn, and Examined by Mr. F. Jackson. 

I RESIDE in the part of this district called Harold’s Cross, and am a holder of consider- 
able pi'operty there ; I have a good deal of land there ; tlie state of the roads within Harold’s 
Cross, part of the district, has been very bad till the last year; but tliey have been a li^le 
better kept the last year than they were before; Ratlimines-road is in a very bad state; 
Harold’s Cross has suffered very much from want of sewerage. Several houses there have 
been overflowed in heavy rains, and that opposite to my own residence ; I have seen the 
water coming iri at the back door of some of the houses there and going out at the front 
door ; both the road and the paths have been frequently overflowed ; I think that the part 
of the district in which I reside will be generally improved under tiie proposed Act; and 
that local commissioners will manage the affairs better than they are managed under the 
existing system. 



Mr. George Johnson, sworn, and Examined. 

I AM a builder; I have built several houses in Rathmines, above 30 in number; I have 
been living in this district above 15 years ; the state of the roads during all that time has 
been very bad indeed, and they have been in a worse state for the last two years than they 
ever were in before, so much so, that good tenants have threatened to leave me on their 
account; that was from their having the springs of their vehicles broken, &c.; since ttie 
associated cess-payers have been appointed the last two years, the roads have been m # 
■worse condition than they were before ; I certainly am of opinion that under local comm'S* 
sioners, as proposed by the new Bill, the district will be better managed than under the 
present system; as the proprietors who will be appointed commissioners will have an intere 
in the proper management of the district; it will improve the neighbourhood to 
lighted, and to have a supply of water provided for it; the water supply is required 
for occasions of fire, more so, I think, for that than for domestic purposes ; even if the ra ^ 
to be imposed under the new Act were higher than those assessed under the grand 
think it would be of advantage to the neighbourhood and to the inhabitants to have the pro 
posed Bill carried into a law ; supposing all the sewers now proposed to be 
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provided for were completed, I believe ail that estimate of 4 5 s. per perch will be required ; 
there would be 784 jierches to be made ; on the part of the road from the corner of Rathgar- 
road to Miltown-bridge, there would be 405 perches still required to be made, and from 
Miltown-bridge to Mount Pieasant-square, 378 perches; that is all which would remain to i 
be done, as far as I know. 

Mr. Thomas Byrne, sworn, and Examined. 

This witness proved that there are 126 perches required of main sewer from Eustace- 
bridge on the canal, to the boundary of the county of the city of Lublin, on Upper Leeson- 
street, and that this has not been provided for amongst the improvements now presented to 
be made; these sewers are very much required. 

Mr. George Johvston. The total number of perches of new sewers required and not now 
provided to be made is 1,010; that 1 Uike from the Oidnance map, and those are Irish 
perches of 7 yards each ; the sewers should be two feet in w’idth and three feet in height, 
and a fair (jstimale of the cost, at an uvenige of eight feet sinking, I would say they are 
worth 4l. 5 s. per perch. 

Mr. Humpton. Thai is the size of the sewers which are making on the Ratlmiines-road, 
and I think that size is sufficiently large. 

Mr. WilHam O'Hara, sworn, and Examined. 

I AM supervisor for the paving board commissioners for the south side of Dublin; I 
think that last estimate staled by Mr. Johnston is merely sufficient to make the sewers- I 
would say that 4l. 10s. would be a fair average for the cost, if the sewers were flagged' at 
the bottom and top, but that price, 4 Z. 5 s. a perch, is very fair if the flageing is of rough 
flags as taken from the quan-y ; but I would not consider it good work made Tn that w^, 
and I think that sized sewers would not he sufficiently large for main sewers. 

Mr. J9yrne. I am in the habit of making sewers; I have made some here for Mr, F. 
Jackson, which are three feet high and two feet wide, and there has not been any complaint 
made about them. 

Mr. O'Hara. Taking all the sewers required in the district, I think 4Z. 10s. a perch is a 
fair average price; many places would not require so large sewers as others; the roads in 
this neighbourhood have been shockingly bad the last few years; they could scarcely be 
worse unless they were a mud canal ; I broke a spring of niy car going over this road. 

Mr. Byrne. Upper Leeson-street road has been kept in pretty fair repair, for I was 
obliged to keep it so as a contractor; Ratlimines road was not kept so, fora sufficient sum 
was not granted for it ; I have been for several years a road contractor and a road 
maker; 1 would say that the average yearly sum which would pay for keeping all the 
roads in this district in repair, that is, if the contractor were to get them in good order, 
would be about 1,300 Z. a year; I think the average sum would be about ISs.aperch, and 
I make out about 1,481 perches ; I make that calculation only taking into account the main 
roads. 

Mr. Michael Magrath, sworn, and Examined. 

I AM a coach-builder ; I reside at Cullinswood ; I have lived there for at least 40 years ; 

I have built severalhouses in this district ; the road where 1 live divides this barony from the 
barony of Dublin, and I have property in both baronies at ea<'h side of the road; 1 have 
known all this district for many years; our road (the Eanelagh-rcadl has latterly for a year 
or a year and a half been kept in good order; there are not any main sewers in Cullins- 
wood, and they are much wanted there ; the Cullinswood part of this district has been, 
greatly improved within the last few years, and it is likely that it would be still move 
improved if this Bill passes into a law ; and I wish that it should pass, having an interest 
m this neighbourhood ; I think also that lighting the neighbourhood would improve it ; and 
that a supply of water is wanted in case of fires; J believe the great feeling of the inha- 
bitants and proprietors of my district is in favour of the passing of this Bill ; but I have met 
some persons who are not acquainted with it; I mean that they are not acquainted with 
the particular nature and provisions of it ; hut they know that ttiere is such a thing in con- 
templation. 

Mr. Frederick Jackson. We close our case here on behalf of the passing tlie Bill. 

yir.Brassington then inquired if there was any evidence offered in opposition to the Bill, 
and several persons answered that there was not any opposition. 

Mr. Brasdngton. Then the Commission is adjourned till Saturday next, at Two o’clock, to 
meet at this place. 
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MINUTES OF EVIDENCE ON THE 
Saturday, 13 February 1847. 



In pursuance of the adjournment from, the 11th, the Commissioners sat this day to close 
the itsquhy formally. „ , 

Mr. Joiin A. Curran now appeared as counsel for 14 rate-payers ot the district, to object to 
the commissioners being named in the Bill for the first three years; he stated that the 
Promoters of the Bill had originally set forth that the intention was, that the comrais- 
sioners should be elected by the rate-payers from the time of the Bill coming into ope- 
ration. 

Mr. Hayward stated, that it had been satisfactorily proved before him that tlie 11 com- 
missioners who were nominated in the Bill had been selected from persons of the largestpro- 
perty within the district; and that there had not been any objection made on the previous 
day (the llth Feb.) to the adoption of the course whicli had been taken, and which was 
proved to he a reasonable one; that, therefore, he would require Mr. Curran on the part of 
his clients to go into evidence to show that the majority of the rate-payers of the district 
disapproved of those clauses in the Bill relating to the commissioners as they at present 
stand. 

Mr. Curran then stated, that he was not prepared to go into evidence upon that subject, 
and that he would ask for an adjournment of the court in order to take the opinion of the 
district upon the matter. 

M.r.F.Jachon, on the part of tlie Promotei-s of the Bill, stated, that he had not any 
objection to an adjournment of the inquiry, except upon the grounds of the additional 
expense; and that if an adjournment took place, it ought to be merely for the purposed 
taking evidence upon that single point, namely, whether or not the commissioners for the 
first thi*e^ears should he elected, or that those named in the Bill should remain so. 

Mr. Hayward allowed the adjournment, but stated that he would consider the in- 
quiry closed except upon that one point, and that he would appoint Wednesday the 17th, 
at twelve o’clock, to meet again, and receive verified lists of the signatures of the rate- 
payers of the district, showing their assent to, or dissent from, the proposition put forward by 
Mr. Curran ; and stated that his instructions from the Commissioaers of Woods and Forests 
were asainst hearing counsel in general. 

The inquiry was then adjourned till Wednesday, solely for the purpose of receiving lists of 
rate-payers, as before stated. 



Wednesday, 17 February 1847- 



PoRsuANT to the adjournment of this inquiry, whicli took place on Saturday the 13th 
inst., Mr. Brassington resumed the inquiry for the purpose stated on the previous day; 
and stated that he then sat to receive lists, verified upon oath, of persons either dissenting 
from or assenting to the proposed Bill; and further, 'that his intention was not to hear 
speeches on either side. 

Mr. T. T. Dulan said, that he wished to know exactly for what purpose the meeting 
was now held, and the adjournment of the inquiry made on the last day. Mr. Brassington 
repeated what is stated above, and Mr. T. T. Dolan then submitted that it was not at that 
stage of the inquiry open to any one to oppose Uie principle of the Bill, and that the only 
matter for which the mqmiy was adjourned was to receive lists of assenters to or 
dissenters from the provision contained in it with respect to the commissioners being 
thereby nominated for the first three years, or as to the number of commissioners to be 
appointed. 

Mr. Brassington. I am ready to receive any lists of rate-payers of the district who oppose 
the Bill in any shape. 

Mr. Jonathan Sisson then handed a list, of which the following is a copy : —

Mr. Thomas M‘Creery, sworn; and Examined by Mr. Brassington. 

I BELIEVE those persons whose names are to that list are all rate-payers of the district; 
they told me so ; they are occupiers of houses ; 1 cannot say if any of them have property as 
leaseholders ; some of them are my own tenante ; those who are ray tenants are three year 
tenants; some of them have been holding for seven years, after their three years was out 
they held on, and in point of law they are now tenants from year to year ; some of those 
named there are leaseholders ; Mr. McCormick has a term of seven years ; and I am a 
leaseholder ; and on the same principle that Mr. Dolan holds 60 houses, 1 hold 30, for I 
built several, and other people built the rest on my ground. 

Mr. Brassington (at the desire of Mr. F. Jackson). When you asked Mr. North to sign 
that paper, what did you say to him? — This is a most critical question, and I wish to 
explain about it. When I was at the Bank of Ireland yesterday, Mr. W. Scott signed it ; 
he then brought it to Mr. Young, and be also signed it, and I asked him if he authorized 
me to state that he was opposed to the Bill; he said he did, and he said, “ Here is another 
gentleman whom I will get to sign it also.” He brought it to Mr. North, and he looked 
over to me and read it ; so far as 1 could see, he read the heading of it, and he then wrote 
his name to it, and it was returned to me. 

Did you hear any one tell Mr. North what the object of it was? — I saw Mr. Scott hand 
it to him ; Mr. Scott read it, and handed it to Mr. North, and he signed it. 

Did you represent to Mr. North or to any one else who signed that paper that it was a 
petition against the Corporation Bill ? — I did not say it was a petition against the Dublin 
Corporation Bill. 

Did you use the word corporation ? — I did ; I asked the parties if they were opposed to 
having any corporation at all. The word corporation is in this Act of Parliament ; the word 
township is changed into that of corporation. 

Did yon name what corporation it was that you referred to ? — I think I did mention this 
township ; I could not swear to the particular words whi^h I used, but they were all to the 
one purport against this Bill ; I brought that list about, and got it signed. 

Do you know Mr. North’s handwriting? — I have been seeing him writing for the last 40 
years. 

[The witness proves Mr. North’s handwriting, signed to a list of approvers of the Bill, 
produced by Mr. Jackson.] — I can only conjecture as to that signature of his j but I can 
swear to what I saw only. I refuse to swear to the band writing of such an elderly man unless 
I saw him write the signature. 

[The witness also proves the genuineness of the signature of J. Wall on the same two lists.] 

Did you use the word corporation to Mr. Wall? — If I did, I made them understand 
that that paper was against the Bill which i.s now carding on here. 

Did you tell them it was not against the city of Dublin Bill?— I did not use the name 
of the corporation. 

Alderman W. Hodges’ name appeared on both lists, and was struck off that produced 
byMr.M'Creery. 

Mr. Jackson. Mr. Hodges required it to be taken off. 

Mr. Francis Hagan [producing a list from the Miltown district, which is copied below]. 
This is from the rural district of Miltown ; a great portion of the landed pi-oprietors there, 
who compose the rate-payers, think they either do not require or do not wish to avail them- 
selves of this Bill. 

Mr. F, Jackson. If Mr. Hagan and the proprietor's of property at Miltown will under- 
take to frame a clause enabling them to be struck out of the Bill, we will undertake to 
facilitate their being' struck out in committee. All we wanted was to have a proper 
boundary for the district included in the Bill, and if they will frame such a clause as will 
give us one, we will willingly strike that district out of it. 

Mr. Brassington. I will take your list, at all events, as a protest against Miltown being 
included in the Bill, 
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Copy of No. 3 List. 

‘‘ Rathmines Impeovement Bilo. 

“ We the imdersigned. landed proprietors and householders residing in tlie rural districts 
of Miltown, within the limits sought to he included in the proposed Ihll, object tooiir 
being so included, as the local circumstances of our properties are such that vye neither 
require the aid as staled therein, nor could the provisions of said 13.11 he earned info effecc 
so as to benefit us in any degree commensurate with the amount ot ta.sation which would 
be laid upon our properties. The geiiti 7 reside m detached houses at a distouce from the 
high road, with land adjoining under grass or tillage, varying in quality from one to 35 
acres. The town consists of a number of small houses or cottages, and is situated in a 
valley, with the River Dodder running through, &c. 8tc.

The essential number of acres at Miltown is 120 , and the houses are 
detached ones. 

Mr. JonaiJma Sisson, sworn, and Examined by Mr. Brnssingtoa. 

I SAW all the persons who signed my list write their names to it, except one, and Julia 
Hassen signed it for Eliz. Jones, who was in bed. 

Who are those persons who signed it, leaseholders or tenants from year to year ?— They 
are all rate-payers: some of them are leaseholders ; Anne Rirnmigham is a leaseholder, and 
paid a considerable fine to me; R. Hinds is one; as to Hasket, 1 do not know ; J. Blake- 
ney is not a leaseholder, nor Mullins, nor Barret; E. Jones is; 1. E. Levi is, of three 
houses; as to T. Bates, I cannot say; I think he is not; I think Mr. North is only a 
yearly tenant; R. Tyrrell is not, nor J. Crowe, nor J. Condy, nor George Henderson. 

Where is your own property ? — My property is on Ontario-terrace, and Upper Charlc- 
mont-street; I have three nouses, and Mr. Grubb’s large factory on it. 

On what representations did you get that paper signed I read the heading to each 
individual before it was signed by them. 

Did you make any mention to them about city taxes?— I do not recollect having said one 
word about city taxes; but it is said to me universally that the representation was made 
at the other side; that the effect of the Bill would be to reduce taxation, and one gentleman 
told me that he signed in favour of the Bill on that representation. I heard Mrs. K. Jones 
desire J. Hassie to sign for her. 1 applied to Dr. Singleton to sign it, and he desired me 
to sign it for him. 

Mr, Matthew Callaghan, sworn, and Examined. 

[Produces a 

I HAVE drawn this up with the help of another gentleman here. Yesterday morning, 
at half-past seven or eight o’clock, I went round for the signatures ; many of the parties were 
then in bed, but fiieir daughters or servants allowed me to sign for them, or signed them- 
selves for them. I will mark thus those whom I saw sign it. 

Copy of List No. 4, 

“ We, the undersigned, householders and owners of property of Ranelagh^and ^ullens- 
wood, take leave to bring before the Commissioners appointed by Her Majesty’s Woods and 
Forests, the following objections which they entertain to the construction of the Rathmines 
improvement Bill, and to make the following suggestions, which we consider necessary to 
protect our interests : 

‘‘ 1 st. We object to the names of the Commissioners being embodied in the Bill, ^ 
trary to the promises contained in the printed address to the rate-payers published last 
December, to leave their selection to the inhabitants after the passing of the Bill, ‘ lest 
inserting them in the Bill before its passing would give rise to the supposition of pai-tiaUtjr 
in their selection.’ 

“ 2d. We object to the average value of houses in Ranelagh and Ciillenswood being esti- 
mated at 29 L, only 2 1. less than the average rate of Rathmines, a much more wealthy and 
rising neighbourhood. 

3d. We respectfully require that an equal and simultaneous participation in the ad^n 
tages to be derived from the Bill, and for which we will equally pay with our Ruthmiaes 
neighbours, shall be insured to us.

Witness. AH those persons named are either owners or occupiers of the houses ; I am 
not sure whether they are rate-payera or not, or whether they are tenants from year to year 
or not. 

What property have you in the district ? — Very little ; I am valued at 422. a year under 
the poor-law valuation. 

At any of the places where you went for signatures, were you asked if Paul Barry’s name 
was to it? — I was not, that 1 recollect. 

Did ail those whose signatures you have marked hear that document explained or read it? 
— They did ; the explanation given in every instance was, that the Rathmines gentlemen 
were going to erect Rathmines, Cullinswood and the other places into a township ; and they 
were asked if they were aware that we, of that port of Rathmines and of Cullinswood, were 
not to have a single commissioner ; I did not say a word about the city taxes ; the only thing 
they want there is a supply of water. 



Mr. Stephen A. M‘Ivor, sworn. 

Frances Hutcheson, whose name is to that paper, told me, that it was entirely through 
mistake and misrepresentation that she signed it ; and that the gentleman who called was in 
such a huri'y, that he could not explain it; that she signed it under the idea that it was to 
keep out the city taxes, and that that gentleman so represented it ; and I have her signa- 
ture the other way on another list. 

Cross-examined by Mr.il/. Callaghan. 

Between nine and ten o’clock last evening I went to get her signature of approval of th® 
Bill, and I have it hei’e. 

Mr. Jackson here produces a list, with her name, approving of the Bill. 

Witness. I saw her sign that ; I read it to her, and showed her the statement at the head 
of it, and she read it herself; and she also signed another document in favour of the Bill at 
the same time ; I produced to her a list of the commissionere named in the Bill at the same 
time, and she read it, and said that she knew the greater number of them, and that they 
were all respectable men, and well suited for such a trust. 

Mr. Callti^han. On my oath I did not say a word of city taxes to her. 

Mr. Peter Murphy puts in the following document : — 

No. 6. 

“ I, as one of the principal rate-payers of Harold’s Cross, beg respectfully to protest against 
the provisions of the Bill being granted to that part of the electom division of Rathmines. 

“ Peter Murphy, 

‘^17 February 1847. Harolds Cross. 

Mr. Brassimion. Is there any one else who wishes to put in a list opposing the Bill ? 

Mr. T.M’Cfreery. 1 believe there is not; if move time was given us, we would have them. 

Mr. F, Jackson. I now propose to call Dr. Wall to prove, that since the commissioners 
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Raihroiuas ^ public meeting was held, where two resolutions in favour of the commissioners 

Improvement. for the first three years being named in the Bill. 

Dr. Wall, sworn [hands in the Resolutions, which are copied below.] 

17 February 1847. j in the chair at that meeting as second chairman on the 15th instant last, Monday 
evening; it was a pretty large meeting ; there were as many as the room would hold; 

I think about 40 ; I think they were all rate-payers ; they were not all favourable to the 
Bill; Mr. Sisson and Mr.M'Creery were there, and they are decidedly agairist the Bill; 
others were there who seemed rather opposed to the details of it than the principle. 

Did the genUemen who objected ask to go to a division ?— They were asked if they 
wished for a division, and no one asked for it ; the chairman declared that the ayes had it ; 
and I have not any doubt but that they had it by a large majority; several of the persons 
who appeared here dissentients on the l^st day appeared satisfied then, when they found that 
there were 15 commissioners named ; there were some there who wished for 21 commis- 
sioners. I know Mr. F. O’Brien ; he avowed that he was one of the party who got up that 
meeting, and he expressed himself satisfied. 

Mr. M‘Creery handed in the protest or document : 

“ Objected. — ^The commissioners will please to note, that this meeting cannot receive lists 
from the Promoters of the Bill, as it is respectfully submitted, tliat jt was declared by com- 
missioner Hayward that he would only allow sworn lists to be received from the opponents 
of the proposed Bill.

“ 17 February 1847. 

Mr. Brasdngton stated, that such was not and could not have been either what Mr. Hay- 
ward said or meant, and that he had taken it down otherwise.

“At a meeting of the rate-payers of Rathmines and other districts proposed to be 
affected by the Rathmines Improvement Bill, on Monday the 15th day of February 
1847 ; proposed by Mr. F. E. O’Brien, and seconded by Mr. Gorman : 

“ Resolved, That John A. Greene, Esq., do take the chair. 

“Proposed by Mr. Jackson, seconded fay Mr. Thomas Ferguson; 

“ Resolved, That it is the opinion of this meeting, that the commissioners for the first 
three years ought to be named in the Bill, and mat the selection ought to be made 
from the persons representing the property of the district. 

“ Proposed W Mr. Jackson, seconded by Mr. Johnston ; 

“ Resolved, That, considering the population and extent of the district, we are of 
opinion, that 15 commissioners would be desirable, and that the 11 persons named id 
the Bill, except Mr. Gold, who has retired, are the most fitted ; to which the names of 
John Holmes, Esq., of Newington-terrace, in room of Mr. Gold, and John Seatly, 
Thomas M‘Emiry, Edward Galavan and Francis Edward O’Brien, are proper to be 
added to make up 15 commissioners.

Mx.M'Creery. Will you ask the witness if he does not believe that there were several 
there opposed to the principle of the Bill, instead of there being only two ? 

Dr. Wall. My impression is, that there were only three so opposed. I could only dis- 
cover two, and there was one other gentleman who seemed not to be decided. The others 
who were opposed were more against the details of it. I was present when the resolutions 
were passed.
